Columbus, Ohio, July 3—A general 


strike of the miners of the United Mine 
Workers of America has been ordered for 
July 4, by tbe national executive board, 
whose headquarters are In this city, aleo 
by district presidents, as a result of tbe 
meeting held here June 84, 35 and 36. 


The call continues: "To Insure success, 


great care should be exercised by all that 
BO breach of the peace occurs any time or 
place, slider any circumstances." The 
document is signed by the members of 
the executive board and district presl- 
dents. 


The official call, after reciting tbe ac- 


tion of tbe last annual convention.of mine 
workers at Columbus, last January, fix- 
ing tbe scale at 69 cents in Pennsylvania, 
60 cents in Ohio and Indiana, 6B cents in 
Illinold and its leaving to the national 
executive committee to decide when tbe 
time Is opportune to put tbe new ecale In 
operation, says: "The signs of tbe times, 
as pointed out by the press and by the tes- 
timony of men versed in public affairs, 
that business is reviving and an upward 
tendency of tbe prices of all commodities 
is apparent, in a general business revival 
and improvement which is earnestly pro- 
claimed, and we ought to share in It, and 
if we don't attempt to share wo shall be 
false to ourselves."

Havana, July a.— The Cubans here, and 


Spanish as well, are extracting touch 
amaaement from tbe plight of a young 
Spanish officer named Rojas, who suffered 
a crashing -defeat, and physical pnnleb- 
ment besides, tbe qjtbor day at tfie hands 
of a company of women. 
What makes 


the matter tbe more galling to tbe young 
officer la his prominence and braggadocio 
ways. He eame over from Spain recent- 
ly, and bis very haughty manners rather 
disgnated even bis Companions, who are 
noted foe their "Spanish haughtiness." 


This, youngster had the war settled 


when be came over, and .he confided' to 
many of bis. brother officers how badly be 
wanted to get Into a flght with the*e in 
8urgen>, jue» to show them how Spanish 
officers fought. 
H» was sent ont from 


Santa Clara one day recently with 800 
troops to raid a camp of paoifloo*. In 
that section there are a number of odm- 
panies of Amazons in the Insurgents 
ranks. They are women who can be 
nurses or soldiers, as occasion require. 
Near this camp there happened to'be 
about 75 of these women. They beard of 
the approach of Bojas, but did no* have 
time to send for aid. Their leader, a big, 
brawny woman named Moravo, took 
charge of tbe camp, enrolled between 
thirty and forty paolScos in her command 
of women and set a trap for tbe Spanish. 


When the. government troops approach- 


ed they saw a lot ot women by the banks 
of the stream, washing 
According to 


their custom, they broke ranks and ran 
down to make their acquaintance, never 
suspecting any trouble. Aa they ap- 
proached a blaze of fire burst through the 
underbrush, killing a large number. Tbe 
seeming washerwomen picked up their 
guns from tbe grass and began coolly 
picking off the flying troops, who mcde

women bad "spanked" him. Santa Clara 
became too hot to hold him, and be came 
to Havana last week, and wJll soon rail 
for Spain, having obtained leave of ajj. 
senoa. As he is well connected In Spain, 
It has made the story more widespread, 
and "tbe correspondents of the Madrid 
papers cabled it over yesterday.

It was in ef- 
fect that a new poet had beeft found— 
a singer vs hose note was so true and high 
that'he IB suie, by and by.io catch the 
ear of a listening world.

"It is not yet quite time to mention 


the joung versifier's name," said Mr. 
RHej. "Heisjoung—only 23—with the 
modesty and the perseverence oi a true 
poet. Some mouths ago my attention 
was drawn to some of his lines. As I 
read them I saw that he had something' 
to saj, and was learning how to 
say it. His verses were so good, in 
fact, that I wondered at them. They 
seemed to me to have the true poetic 
ring, and I showed them 'to some 
friends in whose literary taste and 
judgment I have perfect trust. They 
agreed that the verses were poetry; but 
before the writer was communicated 
with, we mad« careful investigation to 
see if the woik was strictly original. 
After we were satisfied on this point, 
letters were sent to £wo or three per- 
sons in his own town who knew all 
about him The responses to these let- 
ters ga*« us confidence. The new poet 
is a joung professional man; a hard 
worker v, ho is known to be sincere and 
straightforward. 


"After we had learned this much, I 


wrote direct to him, and his reply 
pleased me He understands that suc- 
cess IE nev er a happening1; that it may 
be won only by hard work, and he is 
quite -willing to go through with the 
necessary struggle. Unlike so many 
jtiiers who seek rajf opinion of their 


who had written, to me for indorsement 
sut had received1 no reply. 'My friend 
90 and So,' the letter ran substantially, 
'having sent versejs for your criticism 
on such a date, with an exceedingly 
courteous letter, and- havfhg received 
no reply to sanu*, I write to inform 
j ou that the verses are meritorious and 
their author mo&t deserving. The peo- 
ple of this town Hold him in high es- 
teem, and, could he-secure a word of 
encouragement from yop, such as you 
once got from Mr. Longfellow, he 
would be able to get the money needed 
to pay y b way through college. Under 
the circumstances you surely cannot 
think of turning a deaf ear to an ap- 
peal so simple and? so easily satisBed.' 


"Now what can I do? Such letter* 


keep coming all the time. If I were tc 
give attention to every one of them 1 
should lave little time to attend to" my 
own affairs. It would, ill become me, 
perhaps, to be too critical, since some 
ot my early^ verses were undeniably 
worse than niany of those submitted 
to me for favorable comment. On the 
other hand, it would be unfair, and 
most of ajl to the writers themselves, 
for me to deal out indiscriminate praise 
and to encourage every writer who can 
torn a Thyme or write a rhythmic line 
Tha\ would be to encourage men and. 
women who can accomplish much in 
other ways to devote their time and en- 
ergy to verse making, in which only s 
very few can ever score. 


"It won't do to pay no attentior. 


whatever to the letters, especially wher 
the writers send stamps for reply. On« 
versifier whose letter inclosing stamps. 
•n as not replied to wrote recently ask 
ing how much of an income I enjoyed 
every year from the sale of stamps re- 
ceived iu letters to which I gave no at- 
tention. Some time ago I tried, the ex- 
periment of sending out a 'stock' let 
ter1, printed to look as if it were type 
•written, in which I expressed regrel 
that,'owing to my large correspondence. 
I must beg- to be excused from criticis- 
ing ven>es'<—but I've had toistop send- 
ing out any more'copies. They can't be 
fooled. They seeatonce that the letter 
has been through a printing press, and 
ll'dosn't go down.

my work really worth criticising' than 
of* the w6rds of praise." 


"You met Longfajlow after ^hatT* 
"Yes; .a short time before his desfiu 


It was-after ie had ceased to receive 
visitor* generally. I was in Boston, 
and on* day I met Col. Dan McAultey, oS 
Indianapolis. The colonel asked me if 
I bad been out to Cambridge to see 
Longfellow. I said that I had not, be- 
cause I understood the great poet tc be 
out of health and hesitated about in 
trading? myself upon him. 
" 'Well,' caid the colonel, "it surely 


can do DO barm to go and look at his 
house.' 
"So we went out to Cambridge and 


saw the house. 
| 
" 'Now,' said the colonel, after we had 


walked by the place two or three times. 
•we may at least call at the door and in- 
quire after Mr. Longfellow's hearth.' 
"I agreed to that, A lady, not a serv- 


ant, opened the door. She said Mr. 
Longfellow was about the 
hftws", 


though not receiving' visitors. But tt« 
colonel, who was always trying l<*no 
some one a favor and knew that in Ay1 
heart I was anxious tomeet Longfellow 
face to face, told tBe lady 1 was ayoiing 
writer of verse to whom the poet had 
once been kind trough to write, and 
that I should never forget it if I were 
allowed to shale? bis r-jitE. She said 
she would take the message to iJHr. Long- 
fellow, and in a moment came back, say- 
'ing- it would 1>* a pleasure for In'ra to 
See us. Close behiipsf her rsme Mr 


Longfellow himself, all courtesy and re- 
fined cordiality. 
"I was greatjy surprised by the ap- 


pearance of the poet. Somehow, aud 
like many others, I dare say, I had a 
notion that he was a large man—liter- 
ally a 'long fellow'—but in fact he was 
not quite as tall as I am. His dress-was 
ireatness itself. The coat and waistcoat 
were of black, and the trousers of lav- 
ender. His face was^dehcate, -and its 
delicacy was greatly enhanced by his 
wonderful silvery white hair and beard. 
His, featurfB, all through our interview, 
vi ore an expression which seemed to-in- 
difate that be was suffering great pain, 
but would ift>t for the world allow his 
guests to know of it lest they should 
be distressed. We stayed a long time 
and had a delightful talk. Several times 
we made ready to go, thrice I took his 
hand to say 'good-by,' bu£ he repeatedly 
detained us, kindly saying he was en- 
jojing" our call too much to allow us to 
hasten, away. 


"He talked of poetry, art, humanity. 


The world, he said, was teeming1 with 
beautiful themes for the versifier; they 
could never be exhausted, and it was 
often impossible for the most skillful 
pen ^adequately to treat,them. 
" 'They defy analysis,' he said. They 


are too subtle for V»rd»; they are like 
the matchless odor ot this rose'—tak- 
ing a fragrant bloom from a vase, as 
he spoke. 'Inhale its exquisite perfume, 
my friend; I cannot describe itib you.' 


"This gave me a gre*.t light as to his 


methods. I understood, them, as indeed 
I had* before vaguely surmised, that he 
always saw the poetic in that which 
was nearest to him,; that he made con- 
stant use of what we'of ten caH the com- 
monplace. 


"Hudyard Kipling is a living poet who 


does the same thing. It makes little 
difference what his material may be. 
He seeks strength and beauty in every- 
thing, and by constant study and al- 
most infinite labortehas acquired such 
a mastery of his tools, words, that he 
is able to bring out the beauty and the 
strength so that others may see it aa 
he does. In this there is also a message 
of the would-be writer. 


"There is a fable, you know, about a 


carver in wood, who had in his mind 
an ideal head which he proposed to 
Carve as soon as he should be able to 
get the ideal material. Years passed. 
The carver grew old, and. J et the ideal 
head was not' begun. One night, as he 
lay asleep on his couch in tl*e glow of a 
wood fire, one came to him in a vjsion 
and bade him arise at once, take the 
first bloclj of wood that came to hand 
and begin the long-deferred earving of 
the ideal head* Th'en the cajrx er aw oke, 
and from the fireplace he took the 
charred, half burned back log. From 
that he carved the ideal head, and won 
the fame for which he had been hunger- 
ing all his life. 


"There are some who point to Mr. 


Kipling as one who achieved success 
at a bound, a genius who burst full 
fledged upon the scene, able to dazzle a 
whole world without previous prepara- 
tion. OcChers say that he won recogni- 
tion because of his unique iriaterial. 
These contentions are not true. No 
man ever worMed harder in preparing 
for his life work than did Budyard 
Kipling, when as u boy he was employed 
on the staff of a daily newspaper in 
India. The material ready to hie hand 
was what he Worked with, and his abil- 
ities liad been so developed by his hard 
work that he was able,, to command 
success. 


'To-day he works as hard, no doubt, 


as he ever did. He never lets his writ- 
ing go before the public until it is fin- 
ished, and in that also he is like Long- 
fellow. If the aspirants for literary 
success would study the work and the 
,careers of these two, one living and one 
dead, they could: find a message" for 
themselves, and this message-would io- 
clu<?e these things: Success never hap- 
pens; it must be made. It is ability 
and hard work that count, not encour- 
agement or indorsement."

,A GROUNDLESS FEAR. 


Cane* of Death Attributable to 


nlnff Are Very Rjeire. 


Much controversy has arisen regard- 


ing ithe investigations of Dr. G. S. Hail, 
president of Clark university, on things 
whidh most produce a state of fear in 
people. Of these thunder and light- 
ning iake the lead. But there ore many 
things not included or mentioned in the 
list sent to Dr. Hall which are much 
more .fatal. Statistics of the* United 
States 'weather bureau show that for 
the four years 1890-93 the deaths from 
lightning numbered 784, or 186 each 
year. In New York city alone over 
200 are <drowned every year, 150 arts 
burned to 'death, and 500 meet their 
death Toy falls of various kinds. Com- 
pared wWh this record for one city, the 
total of 1S8 deaths from lightning in 
the whole United States seems small. 
The risk of lightning- is five times 
greater in the country than in the city. 
The metal roofs and well-grounded 
pipes and network of electrical wires 
prove a protection. Of 2i2 recorded 
cases of peopleetruck by lightning only 
74 were killed, f erhttps the cause of 
this special fear Is that many nervous 
people are affected hours before the ap- 
proach of a thunderstorm and have little 
power to stand tljs strain during an 
'electrical disturbance of the atmos- 
phere.

There are local and sectional confer- 


ences which gather during the year for 
an exchange of views, and through 
these and the national conference the 
men and women of the whole country 
who are Interested in charity and re- 
formatory work keep in close touch 
with each- other. It is characteristic of 
the members that the first question 
they ask about their place of assembling 
is- "Where is the, jail?" and the next 
is: 
"How'many hospitals are there 


here?" When they hove examined the 
public institutions of * city, the dele- 
gates turn to an inspection of its parks. 


In Toronto the delegates will be both 


gratified and disappointed. They will 
be pleased with the appearance of the 
local police/ who ar» organized on a 
military "basis, and have an excellent 
reputation for discipline and skill with 
firearms; but they will be disappointed 
in the material for study in the capital 
of Ontario, for It has fewer mafef actors 
In proportion to ito population than al- 
most any other city on the continent. 
Still H is amply equipped with jaild 
(or gaols, as the Canadians call them, 
following the British fashion), with re- 
formatories, houses of shelter for Juve- 
nile offenders, asylums, hospitals and 
all the other machinery for dealing 
with the criminal, the abandoned and 
the Insane. These are the classes with 
which the members of the conference 
are concerned. 


These members or conferees discuss 


many Important questions at their 
meetings, th'e condition of soldiers' and 
sailors' homes, the reform of criminal 
children, the reform of prison manage- 
ment, social Settlements, tie care of the 
insane and the organization of the work 
of charity. 


Probably the last-named«te the.most 


Important work of the conference; for 
It seeks to propagate tbe system which 
New York has followed for many years, 
and which is spreading slowly to all 
the large cities on the continent. It is 
the systam of practical, business-like 
charity, which dihcourages indiscrimi- 
nate giving, investigates the needs of 
the poor, and puts a check on the tramp 
and the prof essional beggar. The police 
of the larger cities, who know the condi- 
tions better than anyone else, have 
given hearty endorsement to the charity 
organization plan, and it is becoming so 
well established o^nd coordinated that 
befora long a national system with a 
central bureau for the exchange of in- 
formation will have been organized.

Two or three problems in prison man- 


agement which will be discussed gain 
a new Importance from the recent ac- 
tion-of state legislatures. ' In New 
York and Indiana the contract labor 
system has been abandoned, and con- 
victs have been put to work on supplies 
for state institutions. 
In the south, 


the sjstem of convict leases has met 
with strong opposition. The system of 
idleness for convicts which prevails in 
Pennsyl"ania and Colorado htis been the 
subject of investigation in the former 
state, and has been cond-emned^by the 
state board of charities and corrections 
in the latter. The indeterminate sen- 
tence has been adopted in some states 
-with apparently good results; the pa- 
role system is reported successful in 
California, and is meeting with favor 
elsewhere; and the Bertillon system of 
identification,,Decently adopted in New 
York, is .undeV consideration in many 
other states. 


The treatment of criminals in other 


countries is almost wholly different 
from the system adopted here. Useful 
labor Is unknown in English prisons, 
whUe in tjw: French, a great deal of 
work. Is done "for the general govern- 
ment. Other differences are found in 
other countries. These are to be ex- 
plained to tie conference by Congress- 
man Bant>ws,t of Mns8aoh,us<StW, who 
attended the international prison con- 
gress at Paris In 1895.

Among tbe vegetables are 
cauliflowers, egg plant, cabbage, aspara- 
gus, onions, beats and quite a variety of 
other *tnff. Tomatoes now soil for SO 
cent* per basket 
Spring chickens are a 


little more pi entlfnl and will soil tomor 
row for about 80 cents each.
